September saw more 


liberal rainfalls and some diminua- 
tlon of the results of drought and 
very little frosts helped corn and 
other crops to mature. There is a 
slight shortage of farm labor, but 
the experts found a splendid har- 
vest, as a whole and production Is 
well adjusted to a reasonable needs. 


Corn Improved to the extent of 


33,000,000 bushels over last month, 
the indicated crop being placed at 
2,917,830,000 bushels as compared 
with 2,436,513,000 bushels last year. 
Rains in drought sections and de- 


layed frost caused the grain inpros- 
pects. 
This year's wheat crop is about 


176,000,000 bushels smaller than that 
of last year. Spring wheat produc- 
tion was indicated at 
281,675,000 
bushels and the winter crop was 
placed at 415,697,000 bushels. Total 
wheat crop production was fore- 
cast at about 697,272,000 bushels.

In hid Omaha speech, President 


Coolidge mid "no nation ever hao 
an army large enough to guaran- 
tee it against attack .... no na- 
tion ever wilL" That is true, but 
while Philip of Macedonia and his 
son, Alexander) were building up 
their army, perfecting their meth- 
ods, keeping prepared, great, pow- 
erful, disdainful, rich and swollen 
Persia—the United States of those 
ciays—didn't Imagine what was go- 
ing: to happen, and never got ready. 


Things happened rapidly 
when 
Alexander with 30,000 men swam 
across the river, attacked the pow- 
er of Persia, scattered 
its vast 
armies, its line of war elephants, 
and hunted the Persian king to his 
death. 


Tou can't keep 
an 
army big 
enough "to guarantee you against 
attack," but you can .keep yourself 
in such a condition of preparation 
as to make attack improbable,_and 
not dangerous. 
If this nation continues accumu- 
lating money, ignoring the teach- 
ings of history, neglecting moderi 
war 
methods, 
simmering- com- 
placently 
in 
its 
own financial 
grease, we may get a lesson such 
as the Macedonians gave to Persia 
and the Japanese to heavy China- 


Asia, Tokio; Pekln are now about 


40 hours from the United States by 
swift airplane. The fastest plare 
might cross 
the 
Pacific in 21 
hours. 
Twenty-five years ago the trip 
by water was two weeks, and an 
enemy invader 
would have beeii 
compelled to make a landing and 
find subsistence after landing. 


Now the 
enemy would 
come 
through the air, and there need be 
r.o landing. 
Attacking 
airships 
would drop their cargoes of ex- 
plosives and poisonous gases on a 
few cities, then 
fly 
back to a 
mother ship off shore, or cross ths 
Canadian border, land, and be held 
for the duration of the war. 


Mr. President Coolidge, more im- 
portant than anything mentioned in 
rour brilliant and tl oughtful Omaha 
speech, is the importance of keep- 
ing this country prepared for at- 
tack, and able to rep.el it. 
The thing can be done, necessary 
preparations established ard main- 
amed, fortunately for our national 
program of economy, at little ex- 
tense, lar less than the amounts 
now squandered by Incompetency, 
or worse, in the Army and Navy

The latest asinine, intensely dan- 
jerous 
proposition is that the 
United States should sign an in-

"protocal" lorbidclin 
us, pledging ourselves, -igainst the 
use of chemicals, including: poison 
sps and other gases, in future 
warfare. 


No nation has yet signed the ijro- 


tocol. Prance 
declares that she 
w 11 not sign 
The French, being 
intelligent, will not put handcuffs 
on their own wrists, 
or hamper 
themselves in any way. 
The Japanese will not sign tha* 
protocol. Their able chemists are 
carrying on Intensive studies of 
chemical 
warfare, manufacturing 
poison gases of all kinds at this 
moment. 


It is predicted, and there is un- 


fortunately a basis for the predic- 
tion, that the United States will 
sign the protocol. 
If it does so, 
arid if only one other minor nation, 
Siam, for instance, should also sign, 
the' United States will be bound by 
word of honor to refrain from use 
of chemicals in war and to discon- 
tinue the chemical research and ex- 
renmental work now carried on by 
our "War department. 


Senators inclined to approve the 


protocol tying the hands of Uncle 
3am, 
depriving him of the most im- 
tortant modern weapon wlule leav- 
ng it to his enemies, are advised 
to read the little book "Calliiiicus," 
written by J. B. S Haldane, au 
able English chemist, who went 
ihrough the war, in the trenches, 
got his share of gas, and under- 
stands the subject that he discusses. 


Chemical warfare, in addition tc 
being modern warfare, is the least 
brutal, most merciful form of war 
thus far devised by human brutal- 
ity. Chemical warfare could render 
unconscious the inhabitants of a 
•.vhole city, capturing without kill- 
ing them. The old style war was 
to burn the city, kill the men and 
women. 
The 
poison gases, so- 


called, mustard gas, tear gas and 
other gases, are more merciful than 
powder or bullets, just as powder 
and bullets are more merciful than 
weapons of an earlier kind. 


When Hannibal fought in south- 
ern Italy, in 216 B. C., he killed 
48,000 Romans in one day's fight- 
ing, his- men using 
only short 
swords in the butchery. 
This nation, during 18 months of 


the great war, lost the lives of 
52,000 men only. Compare 
that 
with 48,000 killed In one day.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.— (By 


the Associated Press.)—While the 
official decision Is still to be made 
it appeared probable today that no 
punitive measuresv •will bo t aken 
against Col. William Mitchell for 
his refusal to qualify as witness 
before the naval court Inquiry Into 
the Shenandoah disaster. 


The only concrete 
development 


in the case was the certification of 
the facts to the war department b> 
the navy department. 
Thus the 


navy leaves the first step to the 
army, while high officials In that 
service take the unoffcial view that 
the Issue rests squarely with the 
naval court. 


Sentimentalists that know little 
about war, using tearful imagina- 
tion instead of common sense, speak 
of chemical warfare as "horribly 
deadly." They .should 
consider 


facts. During the war, among our 
men wounded by exploding shells, 
bayonets and other old-fashioned 
weapons, 25 per cent died. Among 
our men gased only 2 per cent 
died.' 


The gas does not kill, but can put 
whole armies out of commission. 


In the big war, entire regiments 
made temporarily blind by tear gas, 
were taken prisoners and brought 
into camp, 
tears streaming down 
their faces, 
unable to see their 


way, with not a man wounded. Not 
one died, and the blindness did not 
last. 


Only a sickly sentimentalist can 
call that kind of warfare "more hor" 
rible" than the old-fashioned war 
that shot men to pieces and left 
them to die of festering; wounds on 
the battlefield. 


Sentimentalists feel toward chem- 


cal warfare the same averlson that 
old knights in armor felt against 
powder and bullets. 


When Bayard, the French "chev- 
alier, without fear and without re- 
)roach," captured a soldier with a 
nusket in his hand, the man was 
mmediately put to death. He was 
considered unfit to be treated as a 
soldier-ln-arms, because he carried 
'an abominable, cruel, unsoldlerly 
weapon."

To Stipulate Suits 


The state board of equalization 


has no legal authority to consent to 
a stipulation m railroad tax suits 
pending in federal court by which it 
would admit that real estate was 
assessed in 1925 at only 70 per cent 
of Its actual value. Attorney Gen- 
eral Spillman advised that body 
in a letter .. delivered to Governor 
McMullen, its chairman. Hugh La- 
master, assistant attorney general 
and special counsel to the board, 
concurs in this view and signed 
the letter with Mr. SpIHman. 


Following is the 
legal depart- 
ment's ruling in the matter: 


"Gentlemen: In compliance with 


your request for a written opinion 
as to the power of the board of 
equalization and assessment or of 
the tax commissioner to stipulate a 
ratio of assessed value to actual 
value of lands and other property 
in connection with the Burlington 
tax cases pending in the federal 
court, I have this to say: 


"Further investigation has con- 


firmed the opinion expressed orally 
at the recent meeting of tho board 
that neither the board of equaliza- 
tion and assessment nor the tax 
commissioner has such power. After 
equalization is completed the board 
is without power to modify assess, 
ments. 
This cannot be done di- 


rectly nor could it 1 e done Indi- 
rectly. Likewise the tax commis- 
sioner has no power to modify an 
assessment either directly or indi- 
rectly. Further, the board Is not a 
party to the litigation and could 
not enter into any stipulation In the 
case."

A NEW BUSINESS POLICY. 


The consistent, marked advance of all industrial 


stocks quoted in Wall street in ,recent months is par- 
tially attributable, at least, to the firm convistidn 
that this administration has pledged itself to help 
business where this can be accomplished without in- 
Jury to the public's welfare. The upward climb in 
the prices of stocks started on the day following 
Mr. Coolidge's election 
and 
within a few weeks 


brought industrials to new levels. 


It was generally understood that this boom was 


not due to any -wave of prosperity. Conditions were 
good in the Industrial and business world but there 
was no activity to justify the startling advances in 
some of the stocks. Much of the impetus to stock 
prices was provided by the well-founded belief that 
Mr. Coolidge would adopt a policy of friendiiness to 
business. 


Through the department of justice, an announce- 


ment confirming this sentiment has been made. 


In his annual report, William J. Donovan, assistan- 


to the attorney general, gave voice to a new declara- 
tion of freedom for American industry and business. 


"Business with a clear conscience that is not tres- 
passing on the anti-trust statutes is not going to 
be hampered by investigatory activities by the de- 
partment of justice," Mr. Donovan declared. "The 
department is going after the cases involving serious 
violations of law but the investigation of unsubstan- 
tiated complaints such as tend to the unsettlement 
of private business is not going to clutter up its 
procedure henceforth." 


This is a- wide departure from the practice -which 


has prevailed for the last decade. The investigatory 
activities of the attorney general's office have been 
so widespread as to require the services of a great 
force of workers and to occupy the attention of thi 
entire staff to,an equal, if not greater degree, than 
the actual work of prosecution. 


The Sherman anti-trust act, under which most of 


these investigations have been conducted, owes Its 
existence to the progressive spirit which flamed so 
brightly less than a quarter of a century ago. It 
was to correct the admitted abuses and wrongs which 
accompanied the initial stages of the industrial era 
of huge combinations. We are still in the midst of 
this amazing development. 
Business and industry 


today is being organized on a more gigantic scale 
than ever before in world history. Interlocking di- 
rectorates, pooling of interests and capital—all of 
these manifestations of that earlier period are s*' 
to be seen on every hand. Mass effort and mass 
production is even more important than it was at 
the time that the Sherman anti-trust law was framed 
to prevent combinations which were formed in con- 
travention of puolic Interest. 


But at the same time a new type of American 


business man has 
come 
into being. A man of 


acknowledged great capacities and abilities, he unites 
these characteristic^ w.ith a sense of deep responsi- 
bility to the public. ' ]He feels himself responsible, 
first of all, to the-Harge enterprises over which ho 
presides and he strives to make them as successful 
as possible. But he also feels his responsibility to 
the public. This he demonstrates by seeking to dr 
away with many of the old features of corporation 
management which had become offensive and dan. 
gerous in the popular mind. The main object has 
been to establish franker relations with the public. 
Open books and fully published accounts of financial 
transactions have become the rule. Complaints are 
not shown the same contempt but are actually wel- 
comed for the sake of looking into them to discover 
i£ there is anything in connection with the conduct 
of the business which dhould be changed. 


This new man of business 
pleads no superior 


virtue. 


He has found that this altered atitude toward tho 


public pays handsomely. He would be the first to 
proclaim the changed conditions of management as 
good business. Beyond question of doubt it is. Tho 
necessities of the hour require monopolistic develop- 
ment, at least in borne fields. Unless it can be ac- 
complished with due regard for the public's interest, 
it.should not be tolerated for an instant, even though 
our whole industrial fabric be jarred and shaken. 


This Is what the department of justice has in mind 


in announcing Its new policy with reference to busi- 
ness and industry. Tl»e men of affairs In this coun- 
try must justify the faith that has been placed In 
them. If business and industry Is to return to those 
same practices which resulted in the passage of the 
Sherman anti-trust law and legislation of a similar 
tenor, history will repeat itself in aroused public 
sentiment. It is not a settled policy. It is merely 
being given a trial. 


WE TAUGHT THEM THE GAME. 


So M. Franklin-Bouillon, chairman of the foreign 


relations committee in the French chamber of depu- 
ties, is going to make a fi*ht against ratification of 
the agreement which Finance Minister Caillaux and 
his colleagues signed up with the United States debt 
funding commission, whereby France mw to pay 
$40,000,000 a year Interest on her war obligations to 
this country, during the next five year», leaving the 
question -of the principal to be settled later. 


Just when everybody thought that a beginning had 


been made in the settlement of the troublesome situ- 
ation that has been disturbing French-American re. 
ations for the past several years, and when it looked 
as though the way had been paved for a happy so- 
lution of the difficulties, up jumps this rude fellow 
and begins sniping at the plan worked out by the 
financial representatives of the two countries. 


According to the Paris 
dispatches, it looks as 


though M. Franklin-Bouillon has influence enough 
to stir up a row that will probably knock out the 
provisional five-year compact. What he apparently 
aims at is to drive the Painleve-Brland-Calllaux 
cabinet from power and enable the opposition to 
seize the reins of the government again. 


In other words, he purposes to create a political 


issue in parliament by denouncing Caillaux's finan- 
cial agreement with the United States, as a means 
of overthrowing the - present regime. 
He and his 


associates, no doubt, will rail and storm over thQ 
"surrender" of the Calllaux commission to the monej 
kings of America. 


"Just look at it," they will shriek. "Two .hundred 


million dollars to be handed 
over to the United 


States In the next five years, and not a cent of that 
sum to be credited on the debt itself, but the entire 
amount to cover merely the Interest! What kind of 
a- wizard of finance is that who would consent to 
such a miserable deal for France? Poof, away with 
him! 
Let us have someone who will see that the 


.nterests of our country are protected." 


Over here in the United States, that procedure 


will vex us sorely. It may make us thoroughly dis- 
gusted with French politics and with France itself. 
We had supposed that we were very magnanimous 
to that nation in allowing; her debt to us to run 
five years longer and charging her only 1 per cent 
nterest in the meantime. 
We shall feel greatly 


peeved in case she should see fit to reject the settle- 
ment which from our point of -view seems most 
iberal to her. 


And yet we are in no position to offer complaint if 


she does that very thing. 
Did we not set the ex- 


ample by repudiating the Versailles peace treaty, re- 
fusing to join the league of nations, and making 
our own separate peace terms with Germany, aftf 
the head of our government had journeyed in person 
:o Paris, taken a leading part in the framing of the 
treaty, and pledged the support of America, to a pro- 
gram that was intended to assure permanent world 
peace ? 


Can we forget the virulent and malicious campaign 


which our "irreconcilables" in the senate of th 
United States waged to discredit and destroy the 
work of President Woodrow Wilson, in order to venr 
their- personal hatred toward him? Was there not 
also in our 'national legislative assembly a distin- 
guished chairman of a committee on foreign relations 
who led the onslaught? 


If French politicians are to be condemned for 


utilizing the Caillaux compact with the United States 
as a political football for their own advantage, what 
shall be said of our own "battalion of death" that 
formulated the political plot 
to undermine what 


President Wilson had done? 


M. Franklin-Bouillon and his compatriots 
are 


merely following in the footsteps of our statesmen on 
this side of the water. They have borrowed our tac- 
tics for the time being. As we are living a glass 
house, it is no time for us to be heaving' stones at 
them. 


TO SAVE THE WILD GAME. 


A few days ago ushered in the annual migration 


of wild fowl to the warmer climes of the southland. 


Even the early -days of September found the blue- 


winged teal headed towards the lakes and streams 
of those states bordering upon the Gulf of Mexico. 
The first touch of real winter accelerated this move- 
ment although the more sturdy breeds are still hug- 
ging the watering places of the north. 
The first 


deep snow or the first sharp freeze will inaugurate 
the big flight. 


It will not be 
as big as it has been in former 


years. 


Those hunters in this state -who have gone to the 


sandhills with the opening- of the hunting season 
have found plenty of evidence of diminishing wild 
life. 
There are still thousands of ducks and great 


flocks of prairie chickens and grouse, the latter two 
remaining here throughout the winter. But they arc 
not as plentiful as they were ten years ago. 
They 


are not as' numerous as five years ago. 


Only the sportsmen, who go forth to hunt, hav~ »c 


within their power to save the wild game. 
If they 


persist in the huge bags of game, even while keeping 
within the limit prescribed by law, there will como 
a day when there will be no wild fowl to hunt. 


Much has been accomplished In the legislation 


which has been passed by the different states and 
the nation. Much remains yet to be done. By plac- 
ing a ban on spring shooting the federal government 
has made a splendid contribution. Some states have 
gone further and reduced the bag allowed by the 
federal government during the open season. Texas 
and Arkansas, both great duck states, have taken 
such action in the last year. But the fact remains 
that the limit still remains too high and the hunters 
are too greedy. There will be no wild fowl unless 
the sportsmen themselves agree to further restrict 
hunting privileges.

MECHANICAL EXERCISES WHILE REDUCING. 
There are 200 bones in the body connected to each other by joints 


and controlled by some hundreds of muscles. 
Oblviously nature intended these bones and joints and muscles to be 
used. There are a great many people in the professions and other seden- 
tary occupations that use only about one-fifth of these structures. The 
result is a general lowered efflcency because of the interdependence of 
all of the organs of the body. Very often the sedenetary life results in 
an accunmulatlon of fat, for even a moderate consumption of food with- 
out exercise, may be in-excess of the'needs and so it is stored away as 
fat 
v 
It is reasonable to suppose that exercise for the overweight person 
is just as important, if not more so, as it is for the person of 
normal 
weight. However, where there is a great accumulation of excess fat, 
any sever* exercise may be a dangerous procedure, on account of the 
"weakened heart. Sometimes It is wiser to reduce without the aid of 
active exercises untU the heart has been relieved of some of its burden. 
There is a passive form of exercise which does not cause a strain on 
the heart, beacuse !t does not call for any exertion on the part of the 
one taking it—and Jthat is the form that Is given by some exercising ap- 
paratus, such as rolling machines, electric vibratory chairs, electric 
shakers, etcetera, .and manual massage, glven-by another person. 
In nearly every city and large town there are reducing Institutions. 


In the majority of" these institutions not only are one or more mechani- 
cal exercises used, but there Is an Intelligent supervision of the patron s 
diet. High class institutions will not take greatly obese persons unless 
they come recommended by their physicians, especially if sweating treat-

Optimistic Tone to October 


Report Of Federal 


Department. 


(Associated Press.) 
Improved purchasing power of 
the farmer will do much to uphold 
the general economic well-being 
through the winter, the United 
States department of agriculture 
declared in its October report on 
the agricultural 
situation, 
made 


public here today. 
Agriculture, the report asserted. 
has been fairly profitable this year 
The department pointed out, how- 
ever, that while conservative judg- 
ment of the recovery of agriculture 
is warranted, farm prosperity can 
be as easily over-rated as depres- 
sion. 
"It is a splendid harvest," the re- 
port declared. "Not bumper yields 
but production -well adjusted to rea- 
sonable needs. The two great money 
crops, cotton and wheat, are now 
along where some idea can be 
gained of their value. Cotton ap- 
parently stands to bring its pro- 
ducers an income of approximately 
$1,500,000,000, which is about the 
same as last year. Wheat producers 
apparently stand to receive about 
$1,000,000,000, which is also mear, or 
slightly below, last year's 'figure. 
"These two leading crops prob- 
ably index, the general crop in- 
come. 
Agricultural income 
will 


not be greatly in excess of last 
year, but the point is that this is 
the second profitable year. The sea- 
son will go a long way to level up 
regional conditions. The corn belts 
along with the dairy and diversified 
east have been slow to 
feel the 
stimulatling current of revival, but 
now the rising prices of hogs and 
cattle, together with a reasonably 
mod corn crop mean some profit In 
th'e 
corn belt" 
"The wheat belt," the report con- 
tinued, "has written wheat seeding 
about finished. Local estimates of 
acreage vary but general indica- 
tions are of some increase over last 
fall."The rantre coumtry has the cattle 
and sheep movement to market well 
along. Stock is moving down from 
the high range to winter pastures. 
There Is a heavy demand for ewes. 
Many ewe lambs are 
being held 
back on range and many old ewes 
shipped to farm flocks for bredeers. 
Some cattlemen are stocking up 
where resources' are favorable, and 
the whole regietn is Improving in 
town."
